“In addition to attracting the 
tourists, the states also are in­ 
creasing their efforts to make 
sure that the tourist’s stay will be 
a pleasant one. 
It has been

tourist patronage enjoyed by a 
state results from pleased “cus­ 
tomers” and many of the states 
are improving their highways, 
cleaning up the roadside, im ­ 
proving 
their 
route-marking 
systems, providing recreational 
facilities, and taking other steps 
to make the tourist’s visit so en­ 
joyable he will want to come 
again. 
“Many local communities and 
resort areas also are putting on 
intensive tourist-promotion cam ­ 
paigns, usually through a festi­ 
val, centennial, or other celebra­ 
tion designed to publicize the 
attractions each of the com­ 
munities can offer the vacation­ 
ist. 
All in all, there is little ques­ 
tion that a substantial portion of 
the increase in this year’s tour­ 
ing has resulted from the many 
cam paigns to popularize vaca­ 
tion areas and that most of the 
new business is going to those 
places that have had the vision 
and foresight to place their mes­ 
sages before the great traveling 
public.”

This stu dy , started mo re than a 
y ear ago , is based u p o n data 
fu rnished by anglers. 
Since the su rv ey was u nder­ 
taken, tho u sands o f fish scales 
to gether w ith 
info rm atio n o n 
the length and weight o f the 
fish fro m which they were ta k­ 
en, and the p lace cau ght, hav e 
been tu rned in by the fisherm en. 
Fro m this info rm atio n and the 
age o f the fish, as sho wn by rings 
o n the scales, scientists can de­ 
term ine w hether the fish has 
had a no rm al fo o d su p p ly and 
gro wth. 
Befo re the su rv ey can be su f­ 
ficiently accu rate to be o f real 
v alu e, additio nal m aterial m u st 
be p ro v ided by the fisherm en. 
Scales fro m all fish taken by 
fisherm en are desired as the su r­ 
v ey co v ers the entire state and

they hav e p ro du ced su ch “Black 
Magic” as tu rning fro m white to 
p ink the ey es o f a fru it 
fly , 
changing the shap e and size o f 
the fly ’s wings and cu tting its 
lifetim e 70 p er cent. 
So far, say s sno w -bu rned Dr. 
Jo y ce C. Stearns, Denv er u niv er­ 
sity p hy sicist and mo st ardent 
o f the co smic ray “detectiv es,” 
“we hav e fo u nd no energy v alu e 
in the co smic ray a fter diligent 
stu dy . 
“Bu t the ex p erim ents indicate 
tha t bio lo gically its ray is abo u t 
10,000 tim es as p o werfu l as the 
X -ray . 
“W hether it can be u sed bene­ 
ficially rem ains to be seen. No r 
can we say w hether it is harm ­ 
fu l to hu m ans, altho u gh we hav e 
fo u nd no ev idence tha t it is.” 
The stu dies hav e been co nfined 
to fru it flies, which p ro p agate 
rap idly , and rats which p ro du ce 
o nly three generatio ns in a su m ­ 
mer. No p erm anent change has 
been p ro du ced y et in the rats 
bu t they are mo re difficu lt to 


wo rk with, becau se o f their lo wer 
birth rate. 
A ltho u gh co smic ray s are m o re 
nu m ero u s in the strato sp here 
than a t high altitu des, and mo re 
nu m ero u s a t high altitu des tha n 
a t sea lev el, scientists o nly gu ess 
a t their so u rce. 
T hat secret alo ng w ith the di­ 
rectio n and v elo city o f the ray s 
is being so u ght in the m o u ntain 
to p labo rato ry . 
Co mp licated m achinery co u nts 
the freq u ency o f the ray s, p ic­ 
u res them as they strike p ho to ­ 
grap hic p lates and 
determ ines 
the angle a t which they strike.

ARSENATE OF LEAD 


WILL KILL WORMS 


ON GARDEN PLAÑIS 


At this time of y ear cabbage 
worms begin to mak e their ap­ 
pearance on cabbage, cauliflower, 
and similar plants. They eat the 
foliage, causing the conspicuous 
damage familiar to all. Unless 
the worms are promptly con­ 
trolled, they may destroy the en­ 
tire crop, according to G. E. 
Lehk er, ex tension entomologist 
of Purdue university . 
When the plants are small, 
either dust or spray them with 
arsenate of lead, 
recommends 
Lehk er. As a dust, mix the ar­ 
senical with dusting sulphur and 
hy drated lime at the rate of one 
part of arsenate of lead, one part 
of dusting sulphur and four parts 
of hy drated lime. The material 
is the most effective if applied 
when the leaves are covered with 
dew. For a liquid spray , mix nine 
level teaspoonfuls of the powder 
to one gallon of water in which 
a cubic inch of soap has been 
dissolved. For larger quantities 
use one and one-half founds of 
lead and two pounds of soap in 
fifty gallons of water. 
The use of arsenicals to control 
cabbage worms is not generally 
recommended after the heads 
are well formed, Mr. Lehk er said. 
At this stage of growth a rote- 
none or derris dust may be used. 
This m aterial readily k ills worms 
but is not poisonous to hufnans, 
and for this reason can be used 
with safety at any time. 
Rotenone may , of course, be 
used during the entire season, but 
is more ex pensive than arsenate 
of lead. In any case the material 
used should be applied for the 
first time when the worms ap­ 
pear, and repeated every ten day s 
if necessary .

With the Czar’s 
power in the Orient broken there 
was none to stop the Nipponese 
absorption of the “hermit king­ 
dom.” 
The Korean annex atiomv hich 
became effectiv e in 19 10 gav e 
[the Japanese a footing on the 
1 mainland—and the march 
of 
empire had begu n. 
In 19 31 Manchu ria was the 
v ictim. First, economic penetra­ 
tion pav ed the way . Then Japan 
attacked Chinese troops after 
accu sing them- of cu tting the 
sou thern 
Manchu rian railway . 
Thu s the art of making war 
withou t declaring it was born. 
The city of Mu kden was occu ­ 
pied September 18, 19 31, “You ng 
Marshal” 
Chang, 
Manchu ria’s 
war lord, was deposed and a new 
nation, named Manchou ku o, was 
set u p. 
Henry Pu Yi, erstwhile 
“Boy Emperor of China” and 
now Emperor Kang Teh, was 
made ru ler of the pu ppet state. 
Many Chinese still blame Bu t­ 
terfly Wu , a motion pictu re star, 
for Manchu ria’s downfall. Chang 
was reported to be with her in 
Peiping at the time of the Mu k­ 
den clash. 
The Manchu rian cou p led to 
Japan’s withdrawal 
frorti the 
Leagu e of Nations after a leagu e 
inv estigating committee u pheld 
China’s 
protests. 
Japan 
an­ 
nou nced herself as the gu ardian 
of the peace of the Far East, re­ 
fu sed to giv e u p her mandates 
ov er a grou p of islands which 
she got from Germany after the 
World War, and denou nced the 
5-5-3 nav al ratio treaty with 
Great 
Britain 
and America, 
claiming instead the right to 
nav al equ ality . 
The Manchu ran cou p, too, was 
the fu se which fired the fa­ 
mou s Shanghai incident of 1932. 
Althou gh the attack on Shang­ 
hai was one of the most spec­ 
tacu lar mov es Japan ev er made, 
it was a pu nitiv e rather than a 
land-grabbing ex pedition. 
Angry ov er the loss of Man­ 
chu ria, Chinese in Shanghai had 
boy cotted Japanese goods. Anti- 
Japanese riots flared. 
Sev eral 
Japanese died in street fighting. 
So Japan plu nged into another 
u ndeclared war to teach China 
a lesson. 
Japanese bluejackets led a sur­ 
prise 
at1 'ck o n the Chinese 
qu arter o f the city J anuary 28 , 
19 32. 
But Chinese resistance 
was so stiff the J apanese army 
had to aid the nav y . 
Bo mbs 
were dro pped by the plane lo ad. 
An armistice finally was signed 
May 5 , ending o ne inv asio n that 
bro ught to J apan no material 
gains. 
It was a mo re pro fitable ad­ 
v enture in February , 1933. On a 
“ bandit hunt” J apanese 
and 


Manchou ku an 
soldiers 
swept 
across the prov ince of Jehol and 
added it to King Teh’s realm. 
Chinese bandits were again 
the whipping boy s when Japan 
started another sweep westward 
in April, 19 35, this time with the 
North China prov ince of Chahar 
as the goal. 
More force was u sed in 19 36 , 
along with the su btler weapons 
of economics and politics. Home 
ru le mov ements began in Cha­ 
har and fou r adjoining prov inces 
—Shantu ng, 
Su iy u an, 
Shansi 
and Hopei—bu t hav e been only 
partly su ccessfu l. 
Now comes the driv e on Pei­ 
ping, principal city of Hopei. 
Japan, ex perts hav e said, will 
not rest u ntil it brings all of the 
fiv e northern prov inces u nder its 
control. There’s a long way to 
go y et.
